The bill was originally introduced 
to cure any defects in the Owens 
tideland bill ,which gave the city 
certain rights to tide lands. 

After it was introduced by Assem- 
blyman Tong, there was a rider at- 
tached to it which reads as_ fol- 
lows: 

“Provided, however, that this 
act shall not inelude or affect 
any existing rights te any 
swamp, overflowed, tide or sub- 
merged lands in the said city 
of Richmond now owned or held 
or obtained by or through a 
deed or other conveyance deriv- 
ed from the State of California, 
and the owners of all such 
swamp, overflowed, tide or sub- 
merged Jands so owned or held 
or obtained shall have access 
from all parts thereof to the 
United States bulkhead line and 
the navigable waters beyond 

such bulkhead line, and the grant 
herein made to the city of Rich- 
mond shall be subject to exist- 
ing rights, structures and uses.” 


It is claimed that this rider prac- 
tically nullifies the first part of the 
bill, as it is asserted that the con- 
trol of the tidelands is taken out 
of the hands of the City. of Rich- 
mond, and placed in private owners. 

City Attorney Hall brought the 
attention of Attorney General Webb 
to’ the “rider,” and that official 
stated he did not think it was con- 
stitutional, and would advise the 
Governor not to sign it. 

Just what the fate of the bill is 
to be is’ not known, but the fact 
that it received final passage in the 
senate after protest had been made, 
caused quite a bit of excitement in 
this city yesterday.

So, ag I have spaded and hoed and - 
raked, and the early morning breeze blew briskly 
off the ocean, and the sun came up red, and the 
hundreds of little songbirds sang and twittered 
in the hedges and trees, I have straightened up 
to rest an aching back and fill my lungs with the 


fresh air, and looked around at my_ neighbor's 
, homes adjacent and’ wondered if they were up 
yet, and if I hadn't better take them over some 


bouquets of roses, or something out of the gar- 
den, Then I get to thinking that they are all a 
nice bunch of neighbors, and how peaceful we all 
get along year after year, That leads on to the 
thought that most people are nice and good and 
peaceful, if one treats them right and fair and 
friendly; and if I try to dig and hoe and rake 
and plant hope and love and friendliness ,and a 
kindly spirit the same as I dg the seeds in the 
garden soil, why, I'll have a lovely garden some 
day that will blossom and fruit and be glorious 
in fragrance and bloom of God's fatherhood and 
man’s brotherhood. It must be true, because it is 
true that if we cultivate fine fruit and vegetables 
and flowers, our gardens will be filled with all 
of them, and if we let it grow to weeds, why, 
that’s all we are going to get out of it—just 
weeds.
